Not having any 
boat or barge fit to receive him, I made a stage to run into the 
water, upon which he landed, and gave me his hand to kiss. The 
Duke of York was with him; he was attended by the Dukes of 
Monmouth, Buckingham, and Richmond, Earl of Oxford, Lord 
Cornwallis, Marquis of Blanquefort, &c.; he- was received by Sir 
Charles Littleton and two companies of his Royal Highness’s 
regiment quartered here; then by the Mayor and Aldermen, who 
presented their maces and keys, which he touched and thanked them. 

I was then called to show him the yard, to which he first 
went, and asked whether the Resolution and Rupert were built at 
that launch, and, together with the Duke, praised it for a good 
launch ; he viewed the yard, cranes, and situation, and went up the 
works, and circuiting the greatest part of the town, returned to my 
house. He asked to whom the house belonged; I said it was his 
Majesty’s: he then asked if the storehouses in the backyard be- 
longed to it, and what was in them; I told him they were for 
naval stores; he asked what the house cost; I told him ‘3001, 
also how big it was, and upon being told it had 4 rooms on a 
floor, he replied it was a cheap pennyworth, and the Duke entering 
the parlour, the King said, “ Brother, this house is my house, and it 
is a pretty one.” He refused to drink, because it was supper time, 
and took boat at the stairs near, and was rowed on board the 
Henrietta while it was light, and came not ashore that night, but 
sent the Duke of Monmouth to lodge at my house; also cooks and 
others to make ready his dinner against the morrow. 

He landed alone the next day, Sunday, at 6 o’clock, and was 
waited upon by Sir. Charles Littleton and Sir Bernard de Gomme; 
he went on foot out of the town, viewing all the places in relation 
to fortifications, and examining some drafts offered by Sir Bernard, 
which he rectified in the field at 2 or 3 stations, with his own 
hand, by a black lead pen and ruler. After a 5 miles’ walk over 
high stiles and ploughgrounds, his Royal Highness found him out, 
and after some discourse and pacing the ground, returned. The 
King then went to “his house” (as he called it 5 or 6 times that 
morning), and drank some chocolate, but his Royal Highness and 
others drank Canary, and then to church, as well attended and 
accommodated as the little town could; his chaplain, Dr. Tully, 
preached. He returned to his house to dinner, the King and his 
Royal Highness dining in the great parlour, the Dukes of Monmouth 
and Buckingham in the Duke’s lodging chamber, the other nobles 
dining in the little parlour, and the waiters in the hall. 

After dinner, the Earl of Oxford presented a petition from the 
two prisoners that bad stolen junk from the hulk. The King 
pardoned them as to their lives, but ordered them a sound whipping 
and to be released. I was busy just then in the yard with Mr. 
Wren, but the King sent for me, and declared his royal pleasure to me, 
The King and most of the lords sailed that evening to Aldborough, 
and the next day, rode by land thence to Ipswich, dined with

We hear that on Aug. 1, there happened a hurricane at Barbadoes, 
which blew a ketch ashore, sunk several boats of sugar, tumbled 
down the corn, and tossed it up and down the island. Lieut.- 
General Willoughby, with Col. Byam, and all their attendants, 
embarked for Antigua, intending to touch at St. Vincent’s, Domi- 
nica, and Montserrat, so that it is feared they have had their 
share of the effect of it to the leeward. The town that was lately 
burnt runs up apace. The Assembly of Barbadoes have sent an 
address to his Majesty, praying a supply of guns and ammunition, 
which have been sent, as also several privileges for the advantage 
of the island. 

His Royal Highness came to town on Tuesday, and the Queen 
on Thursday. . 

A vessel from Malaga reports that Capt. Rooth met a Sally 
man-of-war with an Ostend prize, which he engaged and took with 
the prize. 

Dieppe remains free from the plague, the people being removed 
from the 4 infected houses, and the goods burnt. 

The Lunenburg forces that were designed for Candia, finding 
that their obstinacy will not take with the States, who have so 
disposed their affairs as to force them, in case they shall refuse 
the service, have now dissembled a willingness to go. There 
is a discourse that orders are given to their Admiralty to equip 
ships to give themselves satisfaction for the pretences they have 
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upon Portugal, for moneys unpaid by the last agreement. The 
people believe that the revolt of the Count of Bentheim was by the 
contrivance of the Bishop of Munster, and that by the instigation 
of France. 

The new election in Poland is expected in January. Meantime 
notice is given to all foreign ministers, that they ought, by the 
fundamental Jaws of that kingdom, to retire to their masters, 
upon which they are upon their departure. Many of the nobility 
seem inclined to choose the Great Duke of Moscow, although the 
Czar seems not much to mind it; but the more sober part of the 
grandees are for the Duke of Newburg, who it is thought will 
carry it, the clergy standing generally for him. 

The Earl of Northumberland died on the 13th, and it is con- 
fidently affirmed that Lord Lexington is dead also. 

The Turks have opened a breach of near 50 paces in Fort St. 
Andrew in Candia, but were beaten off with petards, to the loss of 
4,000 or 5,000, and not above 3 of the besieged. Genera! Morosini 
is gone for Candia, with 100 gold chains and medals to be disposed 
of according to merit. 

There are many complaints as to Algiers ships taking the French, 
but they deport themselves fair enough to the English; the reason 
may be the advice they receive of Sir Thos. Allin’s coming, as 
they were very inquisitive whether he was coming to those seas, and 
being informed that he is, said they were glad, and hoped they 
should come to a true understanding. 

The Tripolines made ill use of the absence of the English Consul, 
and took 2 English ships, but a visit by Sir Thos. Allin will make 
even accounts. 

The prebend of Exeter, void by advancement of Dr. Wilkins to 
the Bishopric of Chester, is bestowed on Mr. Bold, chaplain to 
Lord Arlington. 

The fishery at Newfoundland and Yarmouth has been very 
good this year. 

The commission appointing Prince Rupert Constable of Windsor 
Castle has passed the Privy Seal. 

On the 16th, the herald and officers at arms went into the chapel 
of Westminster where the body of Sir Wm. Waller was interred, 
and took down the arms and trophies that were set up in honour 
of him by his relations, they being false and beyond his quality.

J. Evelyn [Commissioner for sick and wounded mariners] to 
Williamson. I have promised you 40 times to do Mr. Smith all the 
right in my power, but Smith is never satisfied unless he can be his 
own carver, which cannot be without injury to the other officer. 
Smith was employed by a surgeon at Margate, and was to receive 
his recompense from him, and not from the Commissioners, who 
could not constitute a new and independent officer, being bound up 
to certain numbers and places by their instructions. Smith, not 
being satisfied with what the surgeon allowed him, appealed to the 
Commissioners; as they could not satisfy him, they advised 
him to submit it to arbitration, which was consentedto; on the 
determination being sent, the Commissioners gave his former 
antagonist two orders on the Exchequer, with an injunction 
to allow Smith to the full of his agreement. I cannot make out 
how he now comes to trouble you or clamour against me, who am 
only one of the Commissioners, after the great pains that have been 
taken, and the lapse of time that has occurred; the only thing 
I can do is to stop the orders in the Exchequer, until our surgeon at 
Dover has given him new satisfaction. This is really hard, after 
arbitration and a silence of many months about it till now; but as 
1 said, this I will do: si violandum in jus, violandum est amici 
causd, or if you please imperii ; for yua amicum habet, habet vm- 
peratorem.

With all these excellent parts, he is 
of a most innocent, sincere, humble, and sedulous mind; his style 
is nervous and material, but quick ; and he is furnished to adorn it 
with all the advantages of the most refined learning. 

In him you will have one ready to drudge for you in the most 
Herculean labours of the pen, upon any other occasions of putting 
things into Latin, and all without ever owning his merits. I will 
stand or fall in your good opinion if Wase does not make good to 
the utmost what I promise so largely in his behalf, and without his 
knowledge or seeking. He has travelled France and the Low Coun- 
tries, is skilled in all the Oriental tongues, and was once compiling the 
History of Languages. I know not what he wants to qualify him 
equal to the ablest writer of this age, but his Majesty’s favour, to give 
him bread and encouragement, that he may entirely vacate to his 
service, and begin to take off the reproaches we lie under from the 
Dutch and French scribblers, who yet poison all Europe with their 
pernicious pamphlets.

Some are malicious enough to call me to account for 
acts in time of war, getting the King’s pardon, &c., but have been 
unable to fix dishonour upon me, or show any reason for their 
envy, except my being employed by my Sovereign. 

It is of concern to his Majesty that a good understanding should 
exist between the garrison and the citizens; therefore, forgetting 
the injuries intended, I will endeavour it by ali just means, and 
hope the citizens will do the like, and discover their displeasure 
against those factious spirits and hot-headed people that love 
disputes. If they will not, I am bound to let them know that it 
is not the part of good subjects to create misunderstandings because 
they are angry; I hope you will endeavour to preserve that opinion 
which you have gained with sufferings, of being as loyal subjects 
as in any city in England.

deny. Capt. Thos. Ravens, another of the Common Council, who 
kept the greatest conventicles in the town at his own house, is put 
in a great fright. The whole town is much nettled at the order ; 
James Johnson and Rich. Huntingdon have taken coach to wait 
upon Lord Townshend, and will use all endeavours, without doubt, 
to take up the business. Here are several strange persuasions 
used to make the people believe a toleration will be granted, as 
that Mr. Manton, Dr. Bates, and Dr. Jaguer had been with his 
Majesty, to give him thanks for his indulgence, which the 
King took very kindly. I conceive these to be stratagems of their 
own invention, to keep their members from falling off, and to gain 
more disciples.

Lucas’s expressions that 
his Majesty and Council were setting about a sufferance. He now 
repents that he was so gentle to them, finding them so uncivil in 
their threats. 

The Presbyterian party, who are always ready to side with the 
Independents, are offended at the complaints made, and say they 
ought to have been first made to the magistrates of the town; but 
this is only to excuse themselves of the neglect of their duty, as these 
things have been discoursed at their tables. Besides, they well know 
that Bridge resides at Yarmouth, and is daily teaching, contrary to 
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the Act which forbids his residing within 5 miles of the town. The 
2 sects act as brethren in trying to subvert the Government. 

After the house here was purged of all the Independent faction 
in 1660-61, Sir Thos. Meadows and Arthur Bacon were chosen 
bailiffs; the Independents’ meeting-place was then in the chancel 
of the church, where some thousands of them met; Sir Thos. 
Meadows put them by, and locked up the doors; they were much 
exasperated, and sought all ways to defame him. The Government 
continued in his hands, and those of his principles, until the end of 
1665, in all which time the laws against Nonconformists were by 
them put in execution, insomuch that there was not a private meet- 
ing but what was by stealth, and if discovered, they were prosecuted ; 
so that a great many of Bridge’s members came to church, and the 
rest durst not open their mouths against the Government, or report 
such notorious lies as now fly about. Had those who followed them 
discharged their duty, all would have been in a happy condition by 
this time, but in 1665 and 1666, the Presbyterians, with the assist- 
ance of the other, got the Government into their hands, and have 
kept it. Then the Nonconformists forsook the Church, and the 
turbulent spirits, who left the town in the time of Sir Thos. 
Meadows, have returned ; their meetings are public, their numbers 
increased, and no notice is taken of it. 

They next send Sam. Shipdham, a member of Bridge’s congrega- 
tion, to the Presbyterians interested in the Government, for charity 
towards the relief of the ejected ministers, which gives the In- 
pendents, upon their so free and general contribution, such satisfac- 
tion, that Bridge is immediately sent for to town, when they flock 
together in great numbers, and meet publicly in the face of autho- 
rity ; they say such things are winked at under the King’s nose. All 
who oppose them suffer in trade or reputation for it. 

Iam informed that not one half of the Aldermen and Common 
Council have received the sacrament, and that since 1666, several 
have been taken into the House suspected not to have renounced 
the Covenant, as the magistrates would not put them upon it on 
their admission. John Woodroff, the head bailiff, moved for 
omission from the bailiffs oath of the words, ‘“‘That you shall keep 
secret the King’s counsel,” and “you shall govern by law and 
reason ”; also that All Saints’ Day, Twelfth Day, and the Coronation 
Day, be left off from being Scarlet days. He is the grandee of the 
Presbyterian party, and has much influence, being the only one in 
the town that lets out money, not only of his own, but of others, 
so that he supplies all men’s occasions when they want, upon good 
security. I am threatened to be spoilt in my trade for giving a 
knowledge of these things; no interest can stand if the party com- 
plies not with them, so I must expect to suffer for what is done.

Navy Commissioners to the Treasury Commissioners. We are 
informed by the Navy Treasurers that the sole fund upon which we 
are to be supported for the expense of the ensuing year, and for de- 
fraying the remainder of the last year’s charge, is an assignment 
upon the Customs for 200,000/. This sum provides neither for the 
great charge necessary for putting the Navy into that repair which, 
—through the ill state of the stores, want of money, and the clamorous 
condition of the workmen in the yards,—they have required ever 
since the close of the late war; nor for the payment of any pre- 
ceding year’s debts; so that if the 200,000/. is strictly reserved for 
the current service, the discharging debts for past services, and fit- 
ting the Navy for service to come, will be wholly unprovided for. 

The credit of the Navy, from failure of payment, and disappoint- 
ment in receipt of money actually assigned, has come to that pass 
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that we can get no further trust; so that if any part of this sum 
shall be called away for other uses, there will be a total stop to the 
present service. 


Having observed the reproach our office has suffered, by submit- 
ting to see the stores, through want of money, supplied at dearer 
rates, and the advantage arising frum of late being able to buy with 
ready money, we have resolved no more to carry on the service at any 
other than the market prices, without having first laid the case 
before his Royal Highness or you. We have been directed by the 
Lord Admiral to revive the method of governing ourselves by esti- 
mates on each particular service ; the want of orderly supplies of 
money has occasioned the disuse of these,and the introduction of many 
irregularities, and an utter incapacity to distinguish the charge of any 
particular work. We desire either a further supply of money, or 
advice how to dispose of the 200,000/,, under its insufficiency to 
answer all. 


We renew our request for a warrant that the money arising from 
the sale of lops, tops, and bark of trees, felled in his Majesty’s 
forests for the use of the Navy, may be employed towards defraying 
the charge of felling, converting, and transporting the timber sent to 
the King’s yards, as they are disposed of by the under-officers of 
the woods, to uses less advantageous to his Majesty than if employed 
for the Navy. Endorsed with a note that the lops and tops of trees 
felled for the Navy shall be used by the Commissioners, they giving 
an account thereof, and in particular what they made of those 
felled in Whittlewood Forest, and that his Majesty be acquainted 
with the contents of their letter; with addition, 8 Jan. 1669, 
that Sir J. Duncombe reported from his Majesty that the business 
was to be moved in Council; and further note that this was done 
13 Jan. 1669.

Lord Arlington, who was 
instrumental in obtaining the patent, can best say whether the King 
intended it only for Lord and Lady Wentworth or for the Earl of 
Cleveland, Lord Wentworth, and their heirs.

Bedingfield did to me, in- 
flame the merchants, and cause them to petition the King and 
Council for their right to elect, as all those of eminency that trade 
for Spain declared against Colston, upon hearing that he pretended to 
it, and charged him with what he could not answer, much less clear 
himself, as I did most fully of what they alleged against me. 

I beseech your lordship to consider my case; besides the mer- 
chants’ approbation, I paid down the money for my second commis- 
sion, and it has been without the enjoyment of the place. This 
besides the great sums the Consul’s place formerly cost me, and for 
which I have received no satisfaction of Mr. Westcombe. I have also 
lost my former employment as partner with Mr. Upton, which being 
so considerable, I ought in conscience to have a consideration. I 
wrote to the King as to the necessity of havinga minister sent to the 
Spanish Court, and took some pains to get the Duke of Medina 
Celi to make a report to the King of Spain, that the person might 
be admitted into his Court. My loyalty is the only cause of my 
ruin, as your lordship would conclude by an inspection of my 
orders and vouchers, both from my brother and those that then 
acted for his Majesty ; few men have performed such great services 
for their King, at their own charge. I served faithfully in my place 
in the Prize Office, and laid out 118/.,as appears by the account 
annexed to my petition, given in long since, but payment of which 
has been deferred by Lord Ashley, so as not to make it an example; 
as for salary, I have not received any, nor know what will be 
allowed.

Nine ships have arrived from Rotterdam, one of which reports 
that one Bromwell of Iron Gate, near Tower Wharf, master of a 
ketch that was freighted from Rotterdam to London with merchant 
goods, also took aboard 570 odd pieces of gold, upon the account of 
Mr. Tucker of Rotterdam ; when at sea, the master conspired with 
his company to share the gold and sink the ketch, which they did, 
within 10 leagues of the North Foreland, and were taken on board a 
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vessel bound for Rotterdam, with some of the ketch’s goods. One 
of the company, being a Frenchman, designed to go for St. Valery 
in an English vessel, and went on board; the master, finding him to 
falter in his discourse, secured him, and acquainted Mr. Tucker, 
whom he knew ; Tucker, on his arrival, began to search the French- 
man, who pulled a bag with 130 pieces out of his pocket and threw 
it on the fire. At length he confessed the fact, and said the rest of 
the company were gone to the Brill, to take passage in the packet- 
boat; these they forthwith pursued and captured, and recovered 
all the gold except 2 pieces. I want the Gazettes as formerly.

It is 
strongly presumed, there being many circumstances to back it, that 
the first robbery was but a cheat and confederacy to recover the 
money of the country, and that Lascelles, as he pretends his name 
to be, is no better than he should be, and Sir Clement himself has that 
suspicion of him that he has sent after him. Some of those who com- 
mitted the robbery at Coleshill 6 weeks ago are in Oxford Gaol. 

The school boys during Christmas acted a play called “ The 
Indian Emperor” for 2 nights, before a very great concourse of 
persons, a convenient stage being built in the school for the purpose, 
though there was a cabal that much opposed it. There is a pear 
tree in full blossom in the orchard of Mrs. Smith at Brandon, alias 
Brawne, 3 miles from Coventry, which creates some wonder. I 
suppose you have heard of the woman at Hatton in Derbyshire, who 
has not taken any manner of sustenance since St. Thomas’s Day was 
a twelvemonth; she lies in bed talking much, although worn to a 
mere skeleton; all her refreshment is having her lips anointed 
now and then with a little oil, &e.

On 19 Jan. he sent for me to 
his cabin, to know whether I would own the words I had sent up to 
him the day before, accounting for its disposal, when he gave me 200 
blows with his cane, and took me by the hair of my head, intending 
to dash my brains out, had not God prevented by his providence ; but 
he so mangled my face that I fear I shall lose an eye, and while I 
was under the doctor’s hands, he commanded the boatswain to clap 
me into the bilboes, atop of the forecastle, where I continued 
10 hours, being nailed down with a staple to the davit. 

When I was not able to subsist any longer, it being very frosty 
and tempestuous weather, the master commanded the weather sail 
to be taken from me, saying that if I would confess that I had 
wronged the captain, he would release me; on telling him I could 
not make myself guilty, he replied that I should lie there and rot; 
but the captain not being aboard, rather than I should perish there 
that night, he confined me to my cabin, with a sentinel, until 
the commander came on board. On his coming on board, he sent 
for the boatswain, and beat him about the head and face with his 
fist, the rest of the officers not daring to approach, as he threatened 
to have a council of war, and if it lay in his power, to have them 
hanged. 

I desire that justice may be done, in the first place, to his Majesty, 
the commander having been guilty of 9 instances of frauds detailed, 
and that satisfaction may be given for such great affronts. 

I have several other articles to send you, but my bones being 
almost broken, and having the use of only one eye, I was forced to 
desire a friend to write this letter. I would have sent it earlier, 
but it was so late before I came out of the bilboes, and I am still 
under restraint.

Sir Thos. Allin to Williamson. We have been 19 days coming 
from Genoa, having had great storms and winds, which have split 
and blown away the best of our sails, and the Yarmouth’s foremast 
is cracked and split. 

We found that these people had given orders to bring up all English 
[ships] that had foreigners’ goods, and that they had taken out of the 
William of London 60 Spaniards, many friars, and a person of 
quality, for whom they want 190,000 pieces of eight as ransom. 
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They next brought up the Phanix of London, laden with sugar, 
tobacco, &e., which they unloaded, paid the freight, and sent her 
away. They had the Peter Westlocke, also of London, but I having 
demande satisfaction for the others. it put them to consult, so that 
she got away the next morning, and came tome; but had she stayed 
longer, she would have been made prize. 

Three of their frigates came in with a British vessel from Leghorn, 
richly laden with silk, coral, and other goods; they came sneaking 
so close to the shore that we could not get at them. They were 
very fierce with this vessel for carrying 3 Slavonian women of the 
Bashaw’s town; he appeared and was very angry, and nothing 
would serve him but sending the 3 frigates to let the Grand Seignior 
know that the English sold his subjects, and that our ambassadors 
and merchants must be clapped up; whereas they daily break the 
English articles, by suffering those of Sally to send our men to 
Algiers, to be there sold. The 3 women were passengers sent by 
Peter de Silva, owner of the lading, but it was the loss of the 
goods ; otherwise the Bashaw would have used his interest to free 
the ship for a good bribe. 


They say they must have their frigates if we carry foreigners 
and their goods, and as they meet none but English, this, with their 
necessity for want of money to pay their soldiers, has made them 
break the 2nd and 14th articles, which the English have long strove 
for. They say they will not break with us, or take our ships or 
merchandize, unti! we break with them, which makes me consider 
how to handle with them. I intend to pretend we can do nothing 
until the King has cognizance of these actings,and returns his 
answer, which I hope will serve the turn until we can be ready for 
them. Our fleet being parted, we have but 5 here; one fireship was 
lost at Tangiers, the other lading, at Leghorn, marble stones for the 
King’s new building. All our ships are foul, and we have but 
7 weeks’ provisions, at short allowance; all our boatswains’ and 
carpenters’ stores are expended, and very little money left. These and 
other difficulties make me grey-headel., I wish there were a better 
statesman to manage these affairs, although none serve with a greater 
desire to please the King than myself. 


On 24 Jan. they sent me notice that they were resolved that 
whatever English ship they met, with Turkish people aboard, should 
be condemned as prize, and the men made slaves; also that all 
ships having more strangers than natives—let them be passengers, 
merchants, or mariners—should be all alike prize; but they verbally 
promised that all our ships not offending these 2 articles should go 
free; but we must not believe them, they having broken their first 
articles, upon which I demanded the Pieniaz’s sugar, tobacco, &e., 
and her captain had not offended in either. They offered the return 
of Capt. Taylor's ship, &c., on condition I presented them with 
15 barrels of powder, and 2 slaves that were in our ships. This I 
agreed to do, on their promise to pay the damage, whereupon, 
on 1 Feb., they delivered up his ship, sails, and 200 pieces of eight, 
towards the charge he was at. 
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On the 2nd I sent Capt. Lloyd for their final answer to all my de- 

mands, and he brought 2 papers of their agreeing to keep strictly to 

the old articles, with the 2 exceptions before mentioned. [1} pages.

[late] Lord Chancellor committed to me the custody of Jerome Smith, 
lunatic, to manage his intricate and desperate estate. Numerous 
particulars of his wild and filthy ways, and the extravagances by 
which he wasted 5,0001.; his idea that he was to be made a peer 
and marry Sir Thos. Bennet’s daughter. The physicians pronounce 
him much distracted. Many of his writings are lost,and the seals 
broken off. 

I have never struck him, but took him to my house in the 
country, till he tried 2 or 3 times to fire the house, and no one 
would stay with him. I then took a house for him, and gave 1001. 
a year for a keeper, with apparel and expenses, and saw that he 
wanted nothing ; but Rog. Wells, the keeper, stole his goods. 

I have delivered a true account of his estate to a Master in 
Chancery. I did not intoxicate him, but forbade him to have strong 
drink. I have had much trouble with him besides, and 4 years 
before I took him, he had much trouble to buy bread. 
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Jerome Smith had conveyed all his debts to his brother Richard, 
but I could get no accounts, and before Richard died, by will he gave 
Jerome the debts back again. His wife was executrix, and I hada 
long suit in Chancery to recover the writings, and had to pay many 
legacies before I could get a penny, and the law expenses have been 
heavy. Jerome asked for the deeds, carried them about in his 
pockets, and some were lost. Particulars of the debts. The trustees 
for their payment met about them, but Rich. Smith was then 
prisoner in the King’s Bench. Transactions with the trustees. 
There were debts from Sir John Pettus, Lady Carleton, Sir John 
Cotton, and Sir John Pershall; account of trials thereon. 

Account of Smith’s extravagance since I had the charge of him, in 
buying jewels and silver tankards, and giving them away to ladies 
at Whitehall, in Oliver Cromwell’s time; riding about the country, 
keeping 20 or 30 men and horses, and spending 6,000/. in 6 months ; 
making strange bargains, buying antique habits and odd relics, &c. 

In 1658 he was in the Gatehouse for debt, and I became his bail, 
but in 1659 he was again in Newgate, whence he escaped almost 
naked. Then he was taken to King’s Bench, and no one gave him 
a bit of bread, but I procured his liberty and gave him clothes. 

In 1661 I got him discharged of all his debts, and delivered him 
from prison, and found him a lodging in Milford Lane, where he con- 
tinued till 1664 very mopish, and would not speak to anyone, nor 
put on his clothes, and lived on a small allowance. He then gave 
me a power of attorney to pay his debts and prosecute his debtors, 
and I received some of the debts. In 1665 he became wild, ran 
about the town, and borrowed horses to go into Cambridgeshire ; 
pretended he was going to be married; pawned his watch, and 
borrowing a coach, went to the King to make him a peer, inviting 
many nobility to his wedding, giving abundance of wine, and 
spending 40/. in 4 days. The King sent him away under charge, 
and I told my Lord Chancellor about it, who thought he ought to 
be restrained, and gave him into my charge. On inquisition de 
lunatico inquirendo, he was found a lunatic, and committed to me.

After a little refreshment here, my lord will go forward, although 
at this season it is almost impossible to reach Stockholm, either by 
sea or land, and he will tire us all out; but his Majesty’s affairs 
must not be neglected.

Report by Lord Holles, on an order of Council requiring him to 
state what is fit to be done for the relief of Sir Francis Topp and 
Company. I find they complain of great losses sustained in 1664, 
whilst living at St. Malo, by the French seizing their goods in time 
of peace, in the very harbours of France, where they had been 
brought in the way of trade, and where—by several] treaties, and the 
law of nations,—they ought to have been free from arrest, the owners 
not having done anything to forfeit their interest. If such a course 
is suffered, it will be the destruction of all commerce between the 
two kingdoms, and it is very dishonourable to his Majesty, that the 
public faith should be broken to his subjects, who trade under his 
protection, by virtue of treaties between the two Crowns. 

Sir F. Topp’s is not a single case, the like having been done 
several times to the English merchants at Rouen, who are not yet 
free of trouble about a capture at sea, made in 1616, by an 
English privateer, of a French ship belonging to one Delaunay, 
valued but at 6,000 livres. While I was Ambassador in France, 
2 English ships coming into harbour at Marseilles, when they had 
landed their goods and paid all duties, were seized upon, and not- 
withstanding all my solicitations, were not discharged, but given 
some months after to the East India Company there, they pre- 
tending some of their ships to have been formerly taken by the 
English. 

I hear the same usage is threatened, if not begun, against the 
English at St. Jean de Luz, for reparation of the widow De Lazin, 
for some goods of her late husband’s, taken from him here by Par- 
liament in 1643; so all this makes me fearful it will become a 
constant custom, if not prevented. I think all care should be taken 
for prevention of it; and for this case of Sir Francis Topp and 
Company, in the first place, a fair application should be made to the 
French King, as well by his Ambassador here, as by his Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Paris, for the just satisfaction of the petitioners, 
which it may be hoped will prove effectual; should it not, it will 
then be time for his Majesty to consider what is further to be done, 
for the vindication of his own honour and the protection of his 
subjects.

With a proviso cancelled, 
signed by the Farmers of Customs, that this order is not to take 
off any aliens’ customs imposed on those ships, and reserved to be 
paid as formerly, by the order of 18 March 1668. [23 pages.

Report of the Farmers of Customs that the naturalizing of 
60 foreign ships, to be made free for the trade of Norway 
and the Baltic Sea, is contrary to 2 Acts; that for en- 
couragement of navigation, and that for preventing fraud 
in the Customs. Should his Mujesty suspend these 2 laws 
in this particular, the aliens’ duty on those ships need not 
be remitted, as this withdraws money from the revenue, and 
gives it to private traders, and also discourages men from 
brinying goods in English shipping, as they can do it 
cheaper in foreign.

by his Majesty, ad that af the ships are not provided, the 
dispensation will cease.—23 April 1669.

Report of the Council of Trade—on a reference of the 
petition of Thos. Farrington, merchant of London, for 
leave to bring in free from seizure a parcel of timber 
and deals which he provided at Hamburg, for rebuilding 
the city—that the permission will be good, provided the 
timber is imported in English ships, for these reasons: the 
enlargement of trade is the common “interest of a trudiny 
nation, and it would be an advantage if more ports than 
one or two were found for bringing in these commodities. 

The trade in timber and wood from Hamburg would be a great 
advantage, because that from other places is chiefly man- 
aged by the natives in their own shipping, so thut although 
the trade in timber has exceedingly increased here, the em- 
ployment of English shipping therein has decreased, but 
would great!y increuse, if the Hamburg trade was managed 
by English shipping. 

Hamburg timber would be bought by excange for our woollen 
goods, whereas Norway timber is bought with ready money 
for the most part. 
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Also the petitioner has many buildings, erecting and to erect, 
in London, for which he needs the timber. [9 signatures. 
S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 259, No. 5011.] 


Capt. John Hubbard to Matt. Wren. I arrived here 1 April, 
and then sailed to Tangier, with 4 merchant ships bound for the 
Levant, the commanders requesting my convoy. 

On the 8th, there being a small vessel of Tangier bound for 
Tituan, to redeem some soldiers that were slaves, the Governor 
requested me to convoy her there, which I did, and then bore for 
Malaga Road, where I arrived on the 11th. If any of his Majesty’s 
subjects had been there laden, bound for the westward, I intended 
to convoy them as far as I could; but not finding any, I returned 
for Tangier. 

I sailed on the 13th, and met with a new three-decked French 
man-of-war of 75 or 80 guns, and being covetous of news, I ran 
alongside and hailed him, but could have no other answer but out of 
the mouths of several men speaking English, “Dog, strike your 
topsail.” As I could never understand that language in any of 
his Majesty’s ships, finding the Milford not able to dispute that 
punctilio with him, though very inclinable to it, I passed by, 
telling him in his own words that I scorned to strike a topsail 
for any French dog in the sea; which so disturbed him, that he 
immediately bore up after me, fired, and gave chase for 14 hours, 
when he tacked about. Four other ships coming up, one of which 
was French, on the 15th I anchored in Tangier Road, and gave 
the Governor notice of what had passed. 

I met Capt. Beary, from Sally, at Tangier, and the Francis 
having arrived from the same place, we consulted with the 
Governor as to the best way of disposing of ourselves, for main- 
taining his Majesty’s hogeur and annoying his enemies, until 
further orders from his Royal Highness advised us to sail for 
Cadiz to inquire for orders, and if there were none, to keep 
together, and lie off Sally and the Southward Cape. In order to 
do this, we sailed from Tangier on the 19th, and arrived the 20th 
at Cadiz, where I received your letter, directed to Sir Thos. Allin, 
or any of the King’s commanders. Sir Thos. Allin being gone 
home, I opened it, and found his Royal Highness’s commands for 

2 ships to sail for Leghorn, to bring down what merchant ships 
they find ready; and there being no others but Capt. Beary’s and 
mine, we have resolved to proceed there accordingly. [24 pages.

Earl of Winchelsea to the King. In my voyage from Malta here, 
I touched at Catania in Sicily, and was invited by the bishop to 
lodge in his palace, which I did, the better to inform you of that 
extraordinary fire which comes from Mount Zibell [Etna], 15 miles 
distant, which may be termed a fiery inundation, being 15 miles 
long and 7 broad, advancing into the sea from 600 yards to a mile 
in breadth. It was wonderful to see in the sea this matter like 
ragged rocks, burning in 4 fathoms water, 2 fathoms higher than 
the sea, some parts liquid and throwing about vast stones red hot, 
some part hissing into the sea with a horrible noise and smoke, 
and making a firm foundation in the sea itself. 

I stayed from 9am. Saturday to 7 am. next morning, during 
which time this mountain of fire, stones, and cinders had advanced 
20 yards into the sea in several parts, forming a passage like a river 
with steep banks, in which flows liquid fire, with large red hot 
stones swimming on the fire. 

The stones are 3 fathom, high all over the country, and there are 
secret conduits sending fire and heat into all parts, melting stones 
and cinders, and turning rocks and houses to ashes. The com- 
ponents of these fire stones are sulphur, nitre, quicksilver, sal 
ammonia, lead, and other metals. In some places it has made 
valleys hills, and hills valleys. At night I went upon two towers, 
and could see, at 10 miles distance, that the fire rose from the moun- 
tain as high and big as one of the biggest steeples, and descended 
terribly red, with stones of a paler red, as bigas a table. The country 
is covered with great flames, and smokes like a furnace of melted iron. 

A cavalier of Malta, who attended me, told me the river was as 
liquid as a torrent when it issued from the mountain, and was 5 or 
6 fathoms deep and as broad. Nothing can divert it; in 40 days it 
has destroyed the habitations of 27,000 persons, and made 2 hills, 
one 1,000 paces high and 4 miles in compass, as you may see by the 
draft I send you. 

Of 20,000 persons who were in Catania, only 3,000 remain ; all 
their goods are carried away, the brass cannon removed out of the 
castle, great belis taken down, the city walled up, and preparations 
made to abandon it. The fire met a lake of 4 miles’ compass, filled 
it up, and made a mountain of it. I send a relation given me by a 
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bishop, but wish it had less of the stories of St. Agatha in it.

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It grieves me to hear the sad complaints of the workmen for 
want of money ; the discontinuance of their monthly pay will ruin 
them, as it has put them out of credit, and none will trust them. 
I refer you to my last as to a supply of stores; you very well 
know that want of seasonable repairs is as destructive to a navy 
of ships as the wars. 

I have stopped the pay of the boatswain of the Nightingale, several 
of the seamen accusing him of having sent ropes, oars, and sails on 
shore, belonging to the ship. I sent the Clerk of the Survey on 
board the Princess, and he found 42 coils of Flemish rope in the 
boatswain’s store room, which he alleges were sent by Sir Edw. 
Spragg as an adventure, but not sold off. [14 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Cur.

Hugh Salesbury, Clerk of the Survey, to Pepys. I went on board 
the Princess to survey the stores; and after | hal made an end, 
I got a candle, and went into the hold, and found 42 coils of 
Flemish cordage, which the boatswain says belongs to Sir Edw.

reason why exhibited against me. The Quakers, of whom I 
am one, are not remiss in pursuit of just, sober, and indus- 
trious courses. I hope I shall not longer continue a 
prisoner, merely to persuade the world I am not innocent of 
what I am not guilty. I desire that thou wilt give me a 
hearing, or that I may be allowed access to the King, to 
answer all interrogatories ; and also be allowed the liberty 
of the Tower, which it is customary for prisoners to enjoy, 
after the first or second month of their restraint.

Warsaw, 8 June—The Castelain of Poland has proposed that 
the future King shall conform to their habit; learn their 
tongue, if not of the country ; not marry without consent of 
the States; admit the Salic law, as in France ; not resign his 
crown. To which the Chancellor added, that no foreign 
Ambassador should continue long in Poland. 

Stockholm, 11 June.—The Tartar Envoy is gone, but Seliendael 
went not with him, only an officer to treat for the ransom of 
Swedish prisoners. The Earl of Carlisle is yet incognito. He 
went to-day to the place called the Black Sea, to salute their 
Majesties. 

Copenhagen, 15 June.—The Countess of Carlisle has passed the 
sound with 9 vessels. Baron de Guldenlew is still in Norway, 
the any that was to transport him being damaged. 

Hague, +7 June.—The Rheingrave is expected daily. The Queen 
of Bohemia’s creditors petition the States to order Boreel, their 
Ambassador, to solicit the debt in England. The Spanish 
Ambassador has acquainted the States with all that passed at 
Lisle between the Commissioners. Utrecht has censented to 
the reinforcement of our company, and a general view of the 
army this year. Capt. Evers complains of ill-usage in the river 


of Lisbon, on pretence that a Portugal ship had been as ill dealt 
with in Holland. The States order complaint to be made to 
the Portugal Ambassador, and information to be taken whether 
any Portuguese have suffered here.

Algiers ship may suspect his intentions and avoid him. 

He is to make himself master of any such, even by force if need- 
ful, but to use no further violence, and carry them to Algiers. There 
he is to signify to the Government that he is sent to demand repara- 
tion for injuries done by their men-of-war to English subjects, con- 
trary to the Articles of Peace, and absolutely to insist on the release 
of the Spaniards taken in the John of London, and now captives at 
Algiers, and to break with Algiers, in case they are not delivered. 
He is also to demand restitution of their goods or the value thereof 
but not to break about those ; also restitution of goods taken out 
of any English ship about which he has authentic information, 
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particularly the Phenix, William and Benjamin, and the Morn- 
ing Star, belonging to the East India Company, or of the value =f 
the goods in them; and in case of refusal, to break with them. 

He is to demand, but not to insist on, the punishment of the 
commanders cf men-of-war or others who have infringed the peace. 
In case he be satisfied, he is to proceed to treaty, demand ratifica- 
tion of former treaties, especially as regards prohibition of search 
in ships which have the Lord Admiral’s pass, promising that no 
ships shall have such passes which carry more foreigners than 
English. If they insist on English ships not carrying Turks or 
Mussulman slaves, he is to endeavour to prohibit search of persons 
on English ships on any pretence, or examining them by torture 
to extort confession. In case of a peace, he is to restore entire all 
ships, goods, and persons taken from them, and make fitting pre- 
sents, either the satisfaction he shall receive from merchants’ goods, 
or of gunpowder ; but if not, he is to attack and destroy their ships, 
within and without the Mole, and in exchange for the prisoners he 
takes, to obtain as many English slaves at Algiers as he can, and sell 
the rest to the best advantage for the King’s use, as also all ships 
and goods taken from them, unless the ships might be made useful. 

We having agreed with the King of France, to prevent disputes, 
that there shall be no salutes nor going to leeward of the wind 
between their respective men-of-war in the Mediterranean, Sir 
Thomas Allin is to give notice thereof to his commanders of ships. 

In case of a rupture with Algiers, he is to send frigates to Tunis 
and Tripoli, to inform the Governors thereof, but also to promise 
faithful observance of the peace with them, and to request the same 
on their part. If on his arrival at Algiers, he finds a favourable 
wind to do execution to the Algiers ships in the port, he is to per- 
form it at once, before delivery of our letters ; and if he takes any 
renegadoes from the Turks, he is to reserve those that are English for 
further orders, and dispose of those of other nations to the hands of 
their respective princes, reclaiming from them all English renegadoes 
that shall fall into their hands.

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being the sole operator in England, asks a patent for 14 years for 
bringing over the invention. 

The committee having made their report, we find that the way 
of hot pressing woollen manufacture is practised, though contrary to 
the laws, but it is necessary ind useful, and not prejudicial to the 
cloth ; yet that if a better way of cold pressing can be found, the 
inconveniences of staining by rain, &c., to which the hot press renders 
the cloth liable, will in a great measure be prevented; and as it 
will be an encouragement to other ingenious inventions, and the 
petitioner does not propose to hinder any other man from using 
any other kind of cold press which has hitherto been made use of, 
we suggest the granting of such a patent as counsel at law shall 
suggest, with proviso that no heat be used therein.

On some discourse, he told me that he had the King’s 
waistcoat, gloves, and garters that he wore on the scaffold, 
and that he was there in disguise. That he was very inti- 
mate with Bradshaw, and had many times ridden with 
him in his coach, as also with Oliver St. John, a pretended 
judge of Oliver Cromwell’s, and Judge Ask, or Ascue, who 
had his lodgings in Holborn; and that out of the room 
where Blancher and Ask met, there was a room with a pri- 
vate door, descending a pair of stairs, by and through which 
Blancher had his common regress.—Christ Church Close, 
Norwich, 15 July 1669. [lbid. No. 701] 


Account of the murders, felonies, perjwries, and other mis- 
demeanowrs of John Blancher, a condemned prisoner in 
the city gaol. 

. In 1646 he was convicted for a common barrator, and fined 
1001. and one year’s vmprisonment ; the bailiffs going to 
arrest him, he killed Robert Cooke, and then fled, but was 
retaken and tried, when the jury gave a special verdict. 

. The next sessions he was indicted for the murder of Wm. 
Henry, and a true bill fowad, but he broke from gaol before 
the trial, and was not taken for several years after, and not 
until after the evidence for the King was dead ; but he was 
outlawed for felony. During the time of his escape, he went 
by the name of Browne, and was very great with Lords 
Bradshaw and Ask, who murdered the King, has been 
often seen riding in the same coach with them, and was 
also servant tu Bradshaw at the time of the King’s trial. 

. He had the waistcoat, stockings, garters, and roses that 
the King wore the day he was murdered, and has been seen 
to wear them in gaol. bd 

. In 1660, Christopher Jay and John Man, justices of the 
peace, went and examined him as to how he came by the 
things belonging to the late King, when he confessed that 
he was upon the scaffold and saw the King ripped up, and 
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had his heart in his hand, but that he bought the things of 
the surgeon. Being charged with being the wretch that gave 
the fatal stroke, he denied it, but said Wildman was the 
man. It is therefore verily thought, that if Blancher was 
not the man that gave the dismal stroke, he was yet one of 
the rogues that was with a vizor and a frock wpon the 
scaffold. 

5. Soon after this examination, he again broke from gaol, 
and was gone some time, but was retaken in London, and 
brought back. 

6. He broke gaol and made his escape the third time, and was 
again apprehended for misdemeanours against some justices 
of peace in Suffolk, and being indicted for his escapes, and 
convicted at the sessions held at Norwich in 1667, judgment 
of death was pronounced against him. 

7. He also stands convicted of perjury, and subornation of 
perjury, and many other misdemeanours not fitting to be 
named.—Norwich, 1668. [14 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. IT.

Yet the decree was kept on foot, and I threatened with sequestra- 
tion, and my house and grounds would have been ruined, had I not 
taken what conveyances were obtruded on me. I was also forced to 
pay 500/. in part of the arrears of alimony, and you ordered pay- 
ment of 500/. on 20 Aug. 1668, in lieu of all remainders of alimony, 
which sum was also paid. 

My-wife then complained of the sequestration expenses, and you 
ordered that she should bear what she had already paid, but that I 
should pay what was unpaid. On this she and her agents advanced 
their bills to 1,000/., and although this was paid, another sequestra- 
tion was ordered, because I had not performed your award. On 
16 July last, I applied to you, and you referred me to the Lord 
Keeper and Attorney and Solicitor-General. They summoned my 
wife, but she would not appear, and is carrying on several trials 
these assizes to gain my estate. I beg you to appoint a time when 
you can hear me yourself, and order my relief. 

With order thereon that the Lord Keeper, before whom the matter 
betwixt Whorwood and his wife is depending in the Court of Chan- 
cery, is to be at liberty at the hearing to proceed to the determina- 
tion thereof, according to the equity of the whole matter, and as if 
his Majesty had not interposed therein, Mrs. Whorwood declining 
his Majesty's extra judicial judgment; this is not to be in any 
way conclusive to his lordship in making a decree, but he is to 
proceed as if nothing had been done or ordered by b his an

I demanded why he 
concealed the matter until this time; he answered that he was an 
apprentice, and bound to keep bis master’s secrets. I know not 
what truth there is in the charge, but it is too evident that the 
practice is much in use; I should be glad to see the guilty found 
and punished, that others might be afraid to do the like. I sup- 
pose this matter had never been mentioned but that a difference 
happened between the master and servant; the master, going 
to correct the servant, was beaten by him, and the servant, being 
turned out of doors, expected his wages from the King. I have 
forborne payment until your advice be had.

About 2 years 
since, being apprenticed to Ralph Heather, I was com- 
manded by him to go aboard divers of his Majesty's ships 
im the harbour at Portsmouth to fetch goods. I brought 
2 hawsers and a cable from the Ostrich hulk, &c., and with 
the help of my fellow-servant Roye, lodged them in my 
master’s storeroom. Also information of Henry Roye. 
I went aboard the Ostrich hoy while serving Ralph Heather, 
and brought away old splices and clenches to my master’s 
house.—3 Sept. 1669.

Certificate by Col. John Strode, that the Lenox was sent from 
Dover to Chatham, and was cleaned and tallowed for the service, 
and that he paid 301. for her fitting.

Commissioner J. Cox to the Navy Commissioners. I shall provide 
brooms and buckets, for the service, and desire to know the prices 
of candles sent, which were much broken, that I may deal for them 
here.

Levant Company to Sir Dan. Harvey, ambassador. Weacknow- 
ledge receipt of letters; we notice your meeting with our ships 
going to Smyrna; the intimation you gave to your predecessor, 
the Earl of Winchelsea, of your arrival, and your pressing his 
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Lordship’s return, as it was expected by his Majesty and the Com- 
pany; your delivery of our orders; your administering the oath 
for due payment of consulage ; and your reconciling the differences 
between the factors and others ; for all which we return thanks. 

We are sorry that no sufficient remedy can be found for the 
abuses in raw silk, but meantime you must have recourse to the 
method prescribed in our instructions, and enjoin the factors not 
to make advantage to themselves by the tare and weight of silk. 

We approve of what has been tendered by the Consul and Fac- 
tors at Smyrna, to be inserted in the capitulations, save the 
3rd Article——that transactions at Leghorn and other parts of Chris- 
tendom, between English and Armenians or Jews, shall not be called 
to account in Turkey ; and that writings at Leghorn, &c., shall be 
evidence in Turkey ;—this clause you are to expunge, as it will 
be of no advantage to the trade of England with Turkey, but will 
tend to an increase of the trade between Turkey and Italy, and 
encourage the Armenians to enlarge their trade, and bring their own 
commodities into Christendom, which has already damaged our 
trade in Turkey. 

We do not understand the dragomen’s motion concerning 1s. 5d. 
of brokage, pretended by them to be their ancient right, and to be 
now swallowed up by the Jews. The number of dragomen has 
always been limited, and we desire it may not be exceeded; and 
when an account of their number, and of the Giovanni di lingua 
has been received, we will consider their condition and requests, 
but shall not be willing to enlarge expense. 

We are satisfied with your opinion touching the proceedings of 
the Consul at Smyrna, about the Anne and Christopher, and the 
John and Abigail, as also the foreign vessel of Leghorn bearing 
English colours, whereby we might have been prejudiced; we 
desire that we may be eased of that fear, and that no ship may be 
permitted to carry English colours. 

We notice the information given to our Governor of apprentices 
being sent over with a few clothes, and being afterwards deserted 
by the master, which is an abuse; we will take time to consider 
redress. We are ashamed that any amongst us should so far forget 
the oath and engagements they are under, as to direct their factors 
contrary to our public orders. It is a practice we had cause to 
suspect was formerly in use, although not easy to be discovered ; 
could that be done, the business would be capable of a remedy, 
which would be of advantage to the Company and their trade. 

Your endeavours to suppress the false moneys have been very 
prosperous, and we hope to find the good effects in future trade. 
Be careful against admitting another sort of counterfeit coin in 
circulation in France and Germany, called lion dollars or “ abokelps.” 

Weare sorry if our treasurer at Smyrna, Rich. Langley, has given 
you distaste by forbidding Mr. Hedges to draw money upon him; but 
we observe that Mr. Hedges had then 2,600 dollars in hand ; and 
needed not to draw more. However, your entertainment will be 
punctually made good, and we hope there will be no occasion of urging 
our treasurers, or discouraging the thrift they are bound to observe.

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Having formerly had disputes concerning the charge for shoot- 


ing guns in Turkey, we judged it necessary that some expense 
should be incurred upon some occasions, but have now resolved 
that the Company shall be at no charge, unless the Ambassador or 
Consul give express orders for the shooting, when they may allow 
one-third of a dollar for each gun round, and shall not exceed half- 
a-dollar for good guns, well laden; considering the cheapness 
of powder, this will be a competent rate, and be a means of pre- 
venting the masters from being too much the gainers, for what is 
as much for their own as the Company’s reputation. [4 pages.

Sept. 6. Levant Company to Wm. Hedges [Treasurer at Constantinople]. 

London. We are glad that affairs are carried on without disturbance, and 
presume you will use all endeavours to continue this, and,as promised, 
to lessen expenses. We observed in a letter from his lordship 
(Sir Dan. Harvey) that he had taken a dislike to Mr. Langley, for 
forbidding you to charge money upon him without order ; but as he 
probably had no cash, he did not amiss, and we observe that you 
had 2,579 dollars balance of account in hand. We have promised 
that his lordship shall be paid for his entertainment, and in case our 
ordinary duties there and at Smyrna fall short to defray that 
and other expenses, you are to draw bills for England upon our 
Treasurer. 

We received your two years’ accounts, which shall be perused, 
and an opinion given; but as we observe several extraordinary 
presents put to our account, without the occasion being shown, we 
desire further information. Resolution adopted as to firing guns, 
as mentioned in the letter to Sir D. Harvey. [Zbid. p. 215.] 





Sept. 6. Levant Company to [Paul] Ricaut, Consul [at Smyrna]. We 

London. expect accounts of the interest made of the 2,000 dollars deposited 
by the owners of the Greyhound, and credit for half the capital, 
which is in our Treasurer’s hands. We approve your courses against 
the importation of false moneys, which have effected its abolition, 
but we caution you against a new sort of foreign coin, a great 
parcel of which was imported by the Genoa Merchant. 

We have your articles sealed, and the accounts of Mr. Mowse, 
which we shall settle with his executors. We expect you to satisfy 
us as to the exceptions to the former treasurers, and care to be 
taken for the brokes of interlopers’ cloth brought by our general 
ships. Our letters of 9 Aug. 1667 will explain our meaning about 
the 159 dollars difference between treasurers Hedges and Langley. 

We are sorry you cannot redress the abuses in raw silks, as it 
much concerns the trade and poor of England. Meantime the 
factors must be enjoined not to take any silk without full allowance 
of tare, and what they receive from the silk merchants is to be 
made good by them to their principals. 

We are glad our affairs there stand so well, and the consulage is 
so considerable, and trust it will continue, by your care in prevent- 
ing fraud by concealment. Only disburse what is necessary, or we 
must except against your accounts; we except against 500 dollars 
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for furnishing your house, beside half the former Consul’s house 
rent; nor shall we allow hereafter 200 dollars usually paid the 
Consul beforehand for petty disbursements, but shall allow needful 
sums quarterly, so that they do not exceed 200 dollars a year. 

We find that a mitigation of strangers’ consulage, on goods consigned 
to our factors, though it might benefit particular men, would preju- 
dice the trade of England, and encourage that of Italy, and would 
endanger the privileges the English enjoy there, if our factors 
should colour their goods, and defraud the Grand Seignior of his due 
custom. But you are to use your discretion as to the favour to be 
allowed to those that trade in English ships, lest others undermine 
us by going cheaper. 

We observe your account about the Leghorn ship under English 
colours, and other ships; also about Mrs. Mason and her daughter. 
They had not our consent for going over, and it would be well to 
clear the place of both. 

From respect to you, we have ordered that your kinsman, 
James Ricaut, be Chancellor there during our pleasure, at 200 dollars a 
year; we have also ordered you a gratuity of 2,000 dollars, for your 
first two years’ employment, and 250 dollars for your expenses on 
the Countess of Winchelsea, and on your journey from Constanti- 
nople; but the exceptions already named will be deducted from this. 
Resolutions about discharge of powder in shooting guns. [Levant 
Papers, Vol. 5, p. 216.] 


Levant Company to Rich, Langley [Treasurer at Smyrnaj. We 
have received several letters from you since ours of 8 Sept., and ac- 
knowledge your pains and care in our affairs, and commend your 
frugality, the want of which would have a bad influence; the dis- 
pleasure of the factors, and the complaints of your parsimony, will 
not act to your disparagement, since you do but your duty, and 
that tends to the advantage of a most considerable, though languish- 
ing trade, requiring all support. But we wonder that you kept so 
great a sum as 14,000 dollars, the balance of your account, and 
then charged 11,000 here without any apparent cause, and require 
an explanation thereon. 

We enclose a copy of a letter sent to the present Consul, 10 June, 
as to our concerns with the late Consul Cave, and beg you to assist in 
the business and only to retain 2,504 dollars, the interest due from 
the Greyhound, and to deliver the rest of the estate, and the 
books and papers, to the administrators, and then render an 
account ; if the pawn was not in your hand, say where it is, when 
you need not doubt of receiving an indemnity from us. 

We have considered touching the consulage of strangers’ goods 
consigned to the Company’s factors, and the proposal for a mitiga- 
tion thereof to 1 per cent., in respect of the difficulty of its recovery, 
and the dependence of the factors upon employment by strangers; 
but as it would encourage the trade of Italy, and hinder that of 
England, and besides hazard the Company’s privileges in Turkey, 
we shall still expect the full duty ; we desire that if any indulgence 
is shown, it may be upon our own ships, wherein the Consul has liberty 
to go so low that none may undermine us by going cheaper, so that 
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the interest of English navigation may be improved. We notice 
your complaint of the irregularity of the Consul in sending away 
the Mary and Martha without notice, before your business was 
done ; but think the reason given by him that an embargo was 
feared is a sufficient excuse. Details of exceptions made to the 
Consul’s accounts. We shall continue to except against any charge 
for eating and drinking, or other novelties; where presents are 
made, the name and the occasion are to be stated, and your accounts 
are to be sent every 6 months. 

We have left the business of saluting to the Ambassador and 
Consul, and agreed that the Company shall be at no charge, unless 
they give express order in writing, when allowances are to be made, 
as mentioned in former letters. Sir D. Harvey complains of your 
forbidding Mr. Hedges to draw money; although we do not well 
understand the matter, we have excused it, supposing that he had 
good reason for it, and knowing that Hedges had money in hand at 
Constantinople. We have ordered Consul Ricaut 2,000 dollars as a 
gratuity for 2 years’ service, as also 250 more towards his expenses 
upon the Countess of Winchelsea, and his journey from Constanti- 
nople; but you are to deduct out of it the 500 dollars for furnishing 
the Consul’s house and half his house rent, in case it is already put 
to our account. [4 pages. Levant Papers, Vol. 5, p 219.] 


Levant Company to [Benj.] Lannoy [Consul at Aleppo]. We ac- 
knowledge receipt of letters, with copies of your meetings held 
there, and particulars sent by you to Constantinople, to be inserted 
in the capitulations, as also certificates about Martin Loe. We 
observe the pains taken by you to prevent the circulation of base 
money, and caution you against the false dollars preparing in France 
and Germany. 

We approve of your not complying with the desire of the Genoa 
Resident, to employ the Company’s factor marine, which would be 
more hazard than benefit; also of your proceedings about the wet 
cloth brought up, and your agreement with the Emyn for customs, for 
which ryals of 8 were not to be had, and hope to find such uncer- 
tainty remedied in the new capitulations, by payment of lion dollars 
for customs. We notice your disputes and trouble with the masters 
concerning freight to be paid in Seville and Mexico coin, which 
is not to be had there under 20 per cent.; we will rectify that 
matter by a positive agreement with our ships. 

We are sensible of the damage done by the number of English 
ships expected at Scanderoon so soon after our general ships, but 
know not how to remedy it. We approve of your preserving 
English ships from the service of transporting the Turks to Candia. 

We have excepted against the accounts received from the Treasurer, 
they not being properly signed, and prescribed a mode to be adopted. 
We object to the charges for eating, drinking, and recreation ; if 
the factors will enjoy themselves, and go abroad with the Turks, it 
must be at their own cost; but the charge of 15 dollars for walking 
abroad in the night will be passed over, if it is of ancient standing, 
and customary with all nations. We are informed by our Husband 
that 40 barrels of tin were shipped in the Zante frigate by 
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Lancelot Hobson for London, but it has not been entered nor the 
duties paid, although security has been taken for it. [2} pages. 
Levant Papers, Vol. 5, p. 223.] 


Levant Company to Mun Brown [Treasurer at Aleppo]. We 
received your letters, with entries of ships and promise of accounts, 
the latter of which we expect. We need not enlarge, as you are quit- 
ting our employ as Treasurer, for which office we will shortly choose 
another, and have given instructions to the Consul, who will com- 
municate with you, or the person that may succeed you. [Jbid. 
p. 226.] 


Dr. Jos. Bentham to Williamson. I would have waited on you had 
I known of your sudden coming to Billing, but I know you are active 
for me. What I wrote about has been granted by the Archbishop’s 
means to Dr. Outram, who is worthy of it. Our bishop has issued 
citations to the Nonconformist preachers, who still continue their 
conventicles, to appear before him at Peterborovgh next court day. 
Browning, who was sent to gaol on Whitsunday for 3 months, 
returned to Rowel [Rothwell ?] a fortnight since in great triumph, 
and seeks to redeem the time lost in prison, by doubling his pains 
since his return.

James Baskerville to Williamson. The Little George has arrived 
from Jamaica, and gives a good account of its condition, and of

Giblatore, and destroying 2 of their great men-of-war and taking 
another of 12 or 14 guns, so that they returned with much prize. 
The King’s proclamation against conventicles takes little effect, 
though one of the speakers has been secured; but he preaches out 
of the grate to a numerous congregation.

Sept. 6. Rich. Bower to Williamson. Gabriel Woodruff, one of the newly 
Yarmouth. elected bailiffs, has got off by means of his brother, the present. 

Ravens, head Chamber- 
lain, who never goes to church, and goes regularly to the meetings, 
was elected, but he also got off by paying 10/.; thereupon they 
chose Peter Caulier, a merchant, who removed hither from London, 
is a discreet man, and attends the rites of the Church, so that he 
and John Rowe stand as the bailiffs for the ensuing year, com- 
mencing at Michaelmas.

I send two narra- 
tives of transactions between me and Ralph Hooker, a Barbadoes 
merchant, and others by whom I sent goods, of which my five- 
sixteenths is worth near 2,0001., and I think that Hooker or his 
heirs ought to make good my losses mentioned, besides the interest 
for 124 years. 

In Dec. 1658, I trusted John Allin, merchant, supercargo of the 
ship Hunter bound for Barbadoes, with a considerable cargo of 
sugar, wherein I had half an interest, and gave him full power, on 
arriving at Barbadoes, to call Hooker to account; but he effected 
nothing save aggravating the loss, by going away in my debt 8101. 
Allin confesses himself debtor for the product of my half interest in 
the cargo of sugar, which—had he sent it to Leghorn, instead of un- 
justly detaining it in his own hands, and using it for his own 
occasions,—would have yielded me nearly 2,000/. This I have lost, 
as well as the interest on it for 10 years. Allin likewise kept the 
ship for some time, promising to give her a full loading, and at last 
returned her to Leghorn with only a third part loading, upon the 
freight of which I lost 1,000/. As Hooker's heirs are residing at 
Barbadoes, and the two English merchants complained of in the 
enclosures are yet living, I beg your lordship will commiserate my 
fate, and procure his Majesty’s speedy and effectual commands to 
the Governor, and those in authority on the island, that justice may 
be done without delay, and that such estate and effects as shall be 
declared due to me may be consigned to the gentlemen upon the 
island holding the procuration, which has been sent to enable them 
to appear for me.

Narrative by Sir Thos. Clutterbuck, of the case between him and 
John Canham and Slaughter Lee, merchants. In 1657 I 
despatched from Leghorn a frigate to Barbadoes, in which my 
share,—being five-sixteenths, value 2,0001.—was consigned 
to Ralph Hooker of Barbadoes, from whom I did not receive 
3001. in return. In 1663, I attached goods sent by Hooker 
on the ship Companion to John Canham and Slaughter Lee, 
for the balance due, and called them before the magistrates, 
which caused an expensive suit in the Court of Chancery at 
Florence, in Nov. 1663, and I obtained a favourable sentence ; 
but I was persuaded to put the case on a reference to 4 English 
and 2 Italian merchants, and we swore to abide by their deci- 
sion. In April 1664, they awarded that Canham and Lee 
should pay me 2,167 pieces of 8, being Hooker's part of the 
effects brought over, and 123 pieces of 8 as Hooker's part of 
cards brought over by the said ship; the award was con- 
firmed by the magistracy of Pisa, and the said moneys were 
paid to me. Yet their oaths notwithstanding, last April 
Canham and Lee arrested me in an action of 1,5001., with- 

drew that,and entered a writ against me for 6001., and 
after some vmprisonment, I was forced to give in bail. 

My wife hearing that Canham and Lee had treacherously 
fallen wpon me here, consulted some lawyers in Leghorn, 
who advised her to make application to the Grand Duke, 
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citing as a precedent for such interference the case of 
Mr. Child and Rob. Foote, English merchants, against Veltz, 
a German. She—reflecting on her sufferings by my absence, 
and being in a strange country with 4 children without a 
provider—went to Florence, and made known her condition, 
when commands were sent to the Governor of Leghorn for 
the imprisonment of Lee ; but he, hearing of the proceedings 
against him, went to Florence also, and demanded the protec- 
tion of Sir John Finch, his Mayjesty’s Resident there, who so 
effectually recommended Lee’s interest at Court, that what 
was before granted according to custom was suspended, 
although Mr. Longland offered himself as secwrity on my 
behalf.

love freedom and hate slavery. 

The present counsels go upon these foundations; first, to gain 
Parliament so that they shall be liberal of their money, and sparing in 
their grievances, and supply the King, without looking back upon 
ill conduct, or falling heavy upon the authors of it. If this Parlia- 
ment fail, it must be dissolved, and a new one chosen; and if that 
should not answer what is expected from it, force is to be set up, 
as the last and surest expedient. Money that is wanting to pay 
wages is found to corrupt members of Parliament. The great instru- 
ment of this is Lord Arlington who, besides promises of this or 
that place, tells out ready money to hirelings, who engage to betray 
their country for it. He desires the King may be put into a con- 
dition not to want Parliaments, knowing they are saucy 
and make bold to inquire both into the faults and the abilities of 
men in power, and he has just wit enough to be sensible that he can- 
not bear scrutiny. This poor man is but the sign of a secretary, 
and can do nothing that belongs to his place but receive the profits 
of it. To do him right, he loves business no better than business 
loves him; but he has not yet got 10,000/. a year, and till then, he 
will not leave the box, though he cannot drive, and were he freed 
from the fear of Parliament, would be as insolent as he is ignorant. 

The next in the negotiation is his man Clifford, who has a great 
mind to be a minister, probably because his father was one. He 
plays no small game, nor catches at small profits, by which he 
would seem to neglect his fortune, but it is that he may make it all 
at once. He sets up to be generous, by being free of the King’s 
wine at his table, and of his money in the Treasury; but don’t 
mistake the man, he has too much ambition and too little money to 
be content. If things succeed as he has laid them, he will throw 
off Lord Arlington’s livery, and set up for himself; but in order to 
do this, the great work of cheating the Parliament must be carried 
on, in which he neither spares his own pains, nor the King’s money ; 
it is worth observing how he behaves when anything concern- 
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ing Lord Sandwich comes in question, what part he had had with 
him in the miscarriage, or should have had in the plunder of Bergen. 
If force is adopted, he will be no small man, as a great part of the 
military model of government will be left to him, and as he loves 
absolute power, he whispers it to the King. 

Lord Ashley is knavery bound up in little, the very abridg- 
ment of villainy, and the world calls him an ingenious man, which 
I suppose is because he is not hanged. He is said to understand 
the King’s revenue, and no wonder, for he has a share in every farm. 

Sir Thos. Littleton was an angry man against the Court until 
silenced by a good place, and is now content that everything should 
be let alone, having got what he grumbled for. He thinks the 
King ought to be supplied, and his ministers saved, and if any- 
body is disposed to betray trust, and vote against conscience, he 
will conceive they do exceeding well in it. 

The King is still believed, in spite of the ill conduct of 
his ministers, and although he has mis-spent some money, the 
nation only desires that they who have made so fair a progress 
towards his ruin may not be suffered to finish it; that Parlia- 
ment will show the nation they can do something besides giving 
away their money, will relieve the King from his wants, rescue him 
from his ministers, and remember that they owe something to those 
who chose them.

News-letter. On the 19th, the Lord High Constable, the Earl of 
Errol, sat in the Parliament House, to welcome the members as they 
alighted. About 11 am., the Lord Chancellor and [George Keith] 
Earl Marshal, with the purse and mace, and 6 trumpeters, came as 
usual to see all in readiness, and receive the Lord Commissioner. 
Description of his procession, the Earl of Mar carrying the sword, 
the Earl of Argyle the sceptre, and the Marquis of Douglas the 
crown before him. The road was lined with citizens in arms. As 
he entered the Parliament House, the castle guns fired. He took the 
chair of state, and the regalia being laid on the table before him, the 
Bishop of Dumblane [Rob. Leighton] prayed. The King’s letter was 
then read, and the Lord Commissioner and Lord Chancellor spoke to 
second it. The commissions of shires and boroughs were received, and 
doubtful ones referred for examination. The nobility then chose 
8 bishops, the bishops 8 nobles, and those 16 chose 8 knights and 
8 burgesses who, with the officers of State, make up the Lords of 
Articles, to prepare business for Parliament. The answer to the 
King’s speech has been twice read and debated, and is passed and 
printed.

Rob. Mein to Williamson. Parliament met aguin, and after 
much dispute, concluded that there should be an Union between 
England and Scotland, and that the King should nominate com- 
missioners to treat thereon, and the place of treaty; it was then 
adjourned till Tuesday.

Sir Thos. Allin to Williamson. Until 14 October, we so curbed the 
Algerines that few or none of them durst venture to sea; but I was 
forced off that coast, and separated from my fleet, by a hard gale, 
and have now only 4 men-of-war and a ketch with me. Standing 
in close to the Mole of Algiers, I found that 4 sail had got out, and 
thereupon sent 3 men-of-war, with the ketch, to watch their 
motions, and secure our trade along the coast of Spain; I am 
going to Port Mahon in Minorca—being the place designed for 
cleaning and repairing our ships—to put our affairs in order. I fear 
we shall find the Governors there “severe in point of pratique,” as 
they have already refused it to Sir Edw. Spragg’s ketch. I have 
written very often to Sir Wm. Godolphin about it, and he gives 
hopes that all will be well. 
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I met a prize on the 19th, going to Algiers, which we cut off 
frum the town, and forced the men to leave her; but they first fired 
the ship; after her masts were burnt down, our men went on 
board, quenched the fire, and saved “a parcel of poor jack,” which 
I distributed amongst our ships, and appointed shares for those 
absent. The prize was one of our Newfoundland men, who venture 
all to get the first market. Send me alittle news, as after 2 months 
on this coast, and being in expectation of many months more on 
the seas, it will be. refreshing. [14 pages. S.P. Dom., Car, II. 266,

Sir Thos. Allin to the Navy Commissioners. I must complain of 
the victualler’s agents in the Thames and at Portsmouth; 28 butts 
are certified by Sir John Harman to have quite leaked out, the 
casks being old, new wrought, and my purser is 23 tuns of beer 
short for his 3 months’ beverage; Sir Edw. Spragg has lost near 
the same quantity. I was forced to send all the fireships and 
2 men-of-war to the coast of Spain, for water and beverage wine, or 
we must have gone off the coast of Algiers, and suffered the Turks’ 
fleet to go clean out, to the great prejudice of our nation. I had to 
supply pursers with wine out of contingent money in hand. 

Gascoigne, the victualler’s agent at Tangier, would only pay half 
the sum for the 3 months’ beverage wine, but that would not satisfy 
me, knowing how basely he used me the last time I had credit 
upon him ; so I informed him he must either pay me so much money 
or go with me to sea; rather than do that, he paid my agent the 
money in light pistoles at 4 dollars apiece, which is a loss in every 
pistole of 2s. 6d. 

The seamen complain for want of clothes, and fall daily by 
agueish distempers, many being pressed men, who brought no more 
than is on their backs. Some of the ships are out of victuals, and 
others nearly so; but you will have their complaints by Sir Edw. 
Spragg, who with 4 ships left us 10 days ago. The Nonsuch in a 
hard gale carried her foremast by the board c!ose to the deck, and 
cut all away. I have sent her to Port Mahon, but I fear there is no 
mast fit for her there. I hope, if you send victuals, you will also 
send 2 or 3 masts. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 176.]

mas; it is the general desire of the Mayor, burgesses, and 
commonalty, as is testified by their afficing the corporate 
seal to my petition.

Representation of Rob. Tyrrell, Mayor, and the burgesses and com- 
mvnalty of Thetford, to Sir Allen Apsley and Jos.

We beg to be restored to our former 
rights and immunities, either by some clause in an Act of Parlia- 
ment, or in our charter, so that there may be no dispute for 
the future, and that all subsequent payments and duties which shall 
be imposed upon the Suffolk side in Thetford, as well as on 
Thetford in Norfolk, may be paid to Thetford in Norfolk, as if that 
part lay in Norfolk. 

By reason of such pa) ment of taxes to Suffolk, by that part of 
Thetford lying in Suffolk, and not to Norfolk, an arrear of 200/. has 
been laid upon the latter, and a suit is depending in the Exchequer, 
between Thetford in Suffolk and Thetford in Norfolk, as to payment 
of the arrears; this is of many years’ standing, and the persons 
liable having removed or died, Thetford in Norfolk is condemned 
to pay, if they show no cause to the contrary during this term. 
This condemnation has crept in upon us through the ill management 
of those we trusted, and not having the money, we ask a hearing 
de novo of the whole matter, at the Exchequer or in Parliament, 
proceedings to be stayed in the Exchequer meantime. 

From time out of mind, Thetford has been the place for loading 
and unloading commodities from the upyer countries to our 
borough, and from thence to divers counties down the stream,

their unwillingness that the benefit should be brought to the town, 
by the means and the persons spoken of, lest the sense of it should 
oblige the town, which Kendall would govern by power and 
cunning only. 

I hope that you, as their burgess in Parliament, will refuse to 
recognise such applications, unless they come through me, as their 
recorder and town clerk; and that you will so express yourself, 
seeing I might have been their member in your place; for you 
know my good intentions towards the borough, in having obtained 
the brief with some pain and difficulty, thereby obliging those of 
whom I had no knowledge or acquaintance.

Sir Thos. Allin to the Navy Commissioners. Detailed particulars of 
the proceedings of the fleet, between 14 Oct. and 1 Dec. We spied a sail 
on 19 Oct., which we cut off from getting to Algiers, so they ran under 
Montefuse and set her on fire, they getting all ashore in their boats. 
The Deptford ketch got near her, but dared not adventure to send 
a boat until all her masts were fallen down, when they attempted 
it, and beat out the fire in part, so that they could get some poor 
jack out of her, which was roasted and boiled to their hands ; they 
ventured to clap men into her, and the ketch towed her off burning ; 
but night coming on, and a hard gale of wind, we left her burning ; 
she was a small pink of 40 tons from Newfoundland. 

On 26 Nov. we got to Algiers, and I sent my boat with a white 
flag, and some letters from prisoners aboard, to the Duan, who re- 
fused to change any. I also wrote to the Consul to know how 
they used him; he answered that they gave him his liberty, and 
that the worst was that their ships had fallen in with a part of our 
Newfoundland men, taken some and burnt some, and also taken 
Capt. Beck in a pink laden with fruit. On 1 Dee. we anchored in 
Alicant road. The Portsmouth ‘and Milford met 2 Algerines off 
Malaga, one great and one small, and took the small one; coming 
about Cape Palos, they met a small Turk that the Bristol and the 
Deptford ketch were chasing, forced him into Alicant Bay, and 
took him. 

I shall get in my beverage, and sail towards Cape Martin, 
to join Capt. Clerk, and go over to the coast of Algiers, to meet 
those pirates [going] homewards. I desire you to send some 
masts, blocks, &c., with provisions, and a person to succeed Capt. 
Caslik [Carslake ?], he being weary of his employment as keeper of 
the stores; whomever you send, he will have need of a clerk to 
keep the accounts. [4 pages. Ibid. No. 94.] 


Sir Thos. Allin to Williamson. I wrote you on 27 October, when 
Sir Edw. Spragg went from Port Mahon to his station in the 
Straits. On the 31st, I despatched the Milford and Pearl to find 
Capt. Clerk; on 2 Nov. we careened this ship, but with much dift- 
culty. On 5 Nov. Capt. Holmes went to sea, to meet Capt. Clerk 
for orders. On the 19th, having got the Portland, Foresight, and 
Little Victory ready, we warped out, and on the 20th set sail, and 
got clear of the land, and I proposed to Capts. Hart and Hayward 
to go to Algiers before Alicant. On the 24th we chased some 
vessels, but lost them. The 26th we got into Algiers Bay, and I 
sent my yawl ashore with a white flag, and a letter to the Consul, 
offering to exchange slaves, but more desirous to gain intelligence. 

The Consul had no news of the Algiers men-of-war taken, but said 
that they had captured 12 Newfoundland men, 5 whereof were then 
in harbour; that they had burned one English ship of 24 guns, 
out of which they had saved 25 men, and had brought Beck, an 
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Englishman, with his ship bound from Lipari to England, into 
Algiers; and that he had spoken about the exchange of prisoners 
with Alli Aga, who refused to do it. We then ranged the coast of 
Barbary as far as Oran, and stood for the Christian shore, and made 
the land about Cape Palos, 

1 Dec., I came into Alicant Road, where I met some Newfoundland 
ships, and had an account of their rencontre with the Turks, which 
is very different from that of Algiers. They agree that one English 
ship was burned and 6 taken, whereof 3 were retaken by our men. 
The death of Capt. Hubbard, killed with a small shot, was the 
greatest loss; to his over much courage the masters of the merchant- 
men impute all the disadvantage; he would not bear up an inch, 
and so deprived himself of their assistance, and them of his. The 
Portsmouth and Milford lately chased 2 Turks off Malaga, when 
the biggest took all the men out of the smallest, and escaped, the 
smaller of 8 guns being taken. They also took another of 6 guns, 
with 60 men aboard. 

Our ships under Capt. Clerk being gone towards Cape Martin, I 
have sent for them to join me, so as to go on the coast of Barbary, to 
watch the enemy on their return home ; some of them to be stationed 
off Algiers, and the others off Corcelli, where they are to call for 
information and orders, before they return home. We hear that 
16 French ships of war, commanded by M. d’Almeras, are at 
Ivica, and that on 1 Dec. he was to open his sealed orders. I hope 
they have no worse intention than against Algiers, because the 
Algerines have broken with them in several particulars, and I am 
confirmed in that opinion by the constant report that they have 
already retaken one of our Newfoundland prizes. [34 pages, 
S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 268, No. 94A.]

land was ready to declare the Roman faith, and that the Pope 
had sent preferments to Father Patrick and others in Eng- 
lund ; that 70,000 had turned in England within 5 years, 
many of whom were of the best families of the country, and. 
30.000 an Scotland within 2 years ; that 300 priests of all 
orders had lately gone for Britain, and that an indulgence 
to church papists in England had been lately sent. He 
offered to lay a wager that mass would be said im West- 
minster Abbey within 12 months, and said that monasteries 
had been built in co. Cork and other places in Ireland, and 
that the priests there had gathered a considerable sum, and 
sent it to the Pope for bulls. I hope this letter will not be 
laid aside, but have the same fortune as those had from 
Amsterdam, advertising the intentions of the Dutch to burn 
the fleet at Chatham.

19-21 Dec.—We chased several ships ashore, firing one, a man-of- 
war, and she blew up. The Pearl retook a Portuguese vessel; with 
20 Moors and some Christian slaves. Rear-Admiral Kempthorne 
had 12 men killed, and several wounded, in his engagement 
with 5 Algiers men-of-war.

Christopher, Lord Hatton, Governor of Guernsey. I was ap- 
pointed Governor, with instructions under the Great Seal, by advice 
of the Earl of Clarendon, from which instructions I have not 
swerved. Yet for needful execution of them, three persons only 
have complained, being of families that have ever opposed your 
prerogative, for which, as appears by the records of the island, they 
have been punished. On this account, you sent for me, and 
ordered thecomplaints to be delivered to me. I made my answer 
in writing, but omitted to sign it; when I heard that this was 
excepted against, I rectified the omission. 

Attempts have been made to accuse me of fault, because of the 
misfortune of my son’s marriage with a prisoner's daughter there,

of doors, and have never given him a penny since. This kind of 
misfortune has been doubled upon me since I came over, and your 
discountenance of me leads others to trample on me. 

I am accused of being led by Nonconformists; my loyalty to the 
Church is in no ways abated, yet I thought I might use lay Non- 
conformists in secular matters, in which their knowledge of the 
laws and customs of the island would be helpful; and those I put 
out are restored to their places since I came over. Whoever exer- 
cises ecclesiastical authority connives at more nonconformity than 
ever I did. I beg leave, after so many years’ absence, to return to 
my government at Guernsey, and the recall of those who order martial 
affairs during my absence. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 270, No. 32.] 


Daniel Hill, for a small pension ; was servant on board the King’s 
vessel, the Katherine yacht, when Mr. Huggett, the master, cleft 
him in 3 places in theshead without cause,so that he lay 12 months 
distracted, and is still incapable of earning a livelihood. ([Jbid. 
No. 33.] 


Elizabeth, widow of Thos. Hookes, yeoman of the Woodyard, for 
a grant to Hen. Robinson, in reversion after Edward and John Wing- 
field, of the place of registrar of affidavits in the Court of Chancery ; 
her husband lost 1,000/. in provision of wood and coals for his 
Majesty when Prince of Wales, and has left her aged and slenderly 
provided for. [Jbid. No. 34.]

As far back as the year 1800, 1 Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House 
of Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but 
it was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the Master of the Rolls found himself in a position to 
take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the Honse of 
Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that 
although “ the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge con- 
‘* stitute the most complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized 
‘© world,” and although ‘“‘ they are of the greatest value in a historical 
** and censtitutional point of view, yet they are com tively useless to 
‘* the public, from the want of proper Calendars and Indexes.” 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 


might be necessary for this purpose. ;

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 
Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians 
were inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still 
remained in manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single copy only. They 
added, ‘‘that an uniform and convenient edition of the whcle, published 
‘* under His Majesty’s royal sanction, would be an undertaking honour- 
‘* able to His Majesty’s reign, and conducive to the advancement of 
** historical and constitutional knowledge; that the House therefore 
‘* humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be graciously pleased to

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et literatim during the Jast century, 
in consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. 
in 1767. It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed 
early in 1783. In 1860, Her Majesty’s Government with the concurrence 
of the Master of the Rolls, determined to apply the art of photozincography 
to the production of a fac-simile of Domesday Book.
